Clemson was satisfied to put some im- 
provements on the property, and sell it 
in 1818 for $7670. The purchaser was 
John Hall. 

Sold at Sheriff's Sale. 

The records do not show just what 
happened to Hall, but convey the 
presumption that he failed, for the: en- 
tire block, .with all improvements, was 
sold in 1823 at a Sheriff's sale for $2900. 
The sale was made to satisfy a mort- 
gage in favor of the bank of Edwards- 
ville, and Joshua B. Brant was the pur- 
chaser. 

Brant retained ia of the block 
until 1828, when he sold to Peter Powell 
for $4500. If Brant made no improve- 
ments on the property he made $1600 by 
holding it five years. 

Powell cut the block into 20 lots, each 
27 front by 10 feet deep. In 1837 he 
sold the entire Olive street frontage to 


| Charles Pierre Chouteau for $18,000. 


The first time the McLanahan lot was 
ever transferred, apart from the other 
lots, Was in 1847, when Chouteau gave 
it to his daughter, Julia Maffitt. He 
fixed a valuation of $2700 on the lot—$100 
a front foot. Mrs. Maffitt was appa- 
rently in no need of real estate, for 
she reconveyed the lot to her father 
without consideration, and in 1851 Chou- 
teau sold it to Joseph A. Sire for $3375, 
or $125 a front foot. 

That sale brought the property into 
the possession of the ancestors of the 
McLanahans. Charles Pierre Chouteau, 
who sold the lot to Sire, was the head of 
a big fur business in St. Louis, and 
Sire was’ a member of the firm.

Eleven years ago Alf Killman was con- 
victed at Waynesville, Mo., of stealing

and after being pursued by posses, with 

. whom he battled, effected his escape. 
‘Six years later he appeared in Lents, 
Ore., bearing the name of “G. W. 
Smith,” obtained employment and: was 
devoted to his wife and two children. 
~ Until the revelation of his record in 
Missour! he was regarded as an honest, 
sober and industrious man, and was re- 
spected by the entire community. 


Town Is Shocked. 
Lents was shocked a few days ago 


when’ Sheriff Lee Baker and Deputy J. 
_B. Christensen of Waynesville arrived 
and denounced its model citizen as a 
cattle thief and a “bad man.’”’ He was 
placed in jail, pending the arrival of 
extradition papers from Missouri, but 
obtained his freedom on his own recog- 
pS: nizance. His wife, who knew his past 
ae and to whom he attributes his reforma- 
, tion, Is prostrated by the exposure, 

At the conclusion of a private hearing 
with Killman, Gov. West, shaking his 
hand, said: 

“I shall see that justice is done you, 
and before issuing extradition papers I 

‘will give you a chance to plead your 
cause. 

“It will not be necessary for you to 
bring your townsmen to testify to your 

- @haracter. I have had ample proof of 
your goodg standing in the town of 
. Lents during the last five years, and 
this, with the testimonial of the firm 
which has. employed you for four years

Record Urged for Him.

own recognizance, Circuit Judge Gan- 
tenberg said to the defendant’s attor- 
neys:

sentence for a crime committed ll years 
ago.’

Bea “Killman is a fugitive from justice, 
and I have papers to prove it. He was 
indicted by the grand jury for cattle 
rustling, tried, convicted and sentenced.

HEAVY RAINS CAUSE 
OF CLOUDY WATER 


Rolfe Declares Mud Came Too 
Fast for Required Changes in 
Filter to Be Made. 


William E. Rolfe, Assistant Water 
Commissioner, explained Thursday. that 
the cloudy condition of the water, which 
has continued two days, is due to rains 
Sunday along the Missouri and Illinois 
rivers, which caused those rivers to de- 
liver mud to the waterworks faster than 
the proportions of lime and iron at the 
settling basins could be changed to 
meet the muddy condition. Then the 
rain in St. Louis reduced the consump- 
tion of water and the smoky supply has 
lasted longer than it would under dry 
and hot conditions. 

Two tests a day are being made, he 
said, to find out how much lime and 
iron is needed to clear out the mud. 
Bacteriological tests, he says, show that 
there is nothing more injurious than 
mud in the water.

CONFESSION BY A

-WNSTERY CHARGED 


Hef -Conscience Said to Have 
Caused Own Arrest After 
Man’s Conviction for Murder.

PHILADELPHIA, June 29.—Accused 
of killing Emil Amann at Warren, Pa., 
27 last, Mrs. Stella Hodge, 35 
years old, of that place, was held at 
police headquarters here today, follow- 
ing a hearing and pending action of the 
Warren authorities. : 

John M. Andrews, formerly superin- 
tendent of the Warren Waterworks Co., 
only a few days ago was convicted of 
murdering: Amann, despite his. vigorous 
protestations of innocence of the crime. 

H. G. Silcox, a Philadelphia detective, 
testified at the woman’s hearing that 
Mrs. Hodge told him that, on the night 
of the killing, she went riding with 
Amann. Amann left the carriage to 
walk to a reservoir, where he was em- 
ployed, to look things over. Mrs. Hodge 
said she was afraid to be alone in the 
dark and asked him if he had a re- 
volver. Amann handed to her an auto- 
matic pistol and went away to attend 
to his duties. 


Horse Becomes Frightened. 
When he returned to the carriage the 
horse became frightened, it was said, 
and Amann grabbed for the bridle as 
she grabbed'the reins and the auto- 
matic pistol was discharged. Amann 
fell, Mrs. Hodge told the detective, he 


| said, and she climbed out of the carriage 
and ran to his side. Finding him appar-. 


ently dead, she placed the pistol beside 
his body... Next she is said to have 
unhitched the horse and. let it run loose, 
after which she ran to her home. 

The next morning, finding that every- 
one believed it was a case of self-de- 
struction, and, fearing to compromise 
herself by telling of her ride, she de- 
cided to remain quiet, the detective 
said. 

Conscience Troubles Her, 

When Andrews was convicted last 
week her conscience began to .trouble 
her, and it was then an easy matter 
for the detective to get her secret from 
her, it was said. . 

John Scarlett, Andrews’ attorney, em- 
ployed detectives to watch the woman. 

She was arrested yesterday, after. be- 
ing induced to go to Atlantic City, and 
her conscience, following the news of 
Andrews’ conviction, aiding. the detect- 
ives in their efforts to bring out a con- 
fession, told her alleged story of the 
killing.

J. R. Morehead of Lexington | 


Testifies at Missouri Ouster 
Proceedings.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 29.—Two re- |} 
tail lumber dealers testified today in 
the State’s ouster suit against 39 lumber 
companies alleged to be in a trust. J. 
R. Morehead of Lexington, Mo., a re- 
tail dealer and former president of the 
Southwestern Lumbermen’'s Association, 
testified that prices on yellow pine floor- 
ing advalced from $16.50 a thousand feet 
in 1894 to $29.50 at present. poe 

He said that increases were quoted 
to him five times in 195, but he dia 
not testify that the prices were ad- 
vanced immediately after the price Iist 
of the Southern Lumbermen’s Associa- 
tion was issued. He said it was the 
natural inference that the raise to deal- 
érs followed the issuance of the price 
list. 

Prices which were quoted to him by 
different companies, Morehead testified, 
were generally the same. If one com- 
pany was overstocked on certain grades 
that company quoted a lower price. 

Morehead testified that while he was 
president of the Southwestern associa- 
tion he never collected fines from mem- 
bers invading the restricted territory 
of another dealer, but that the secre- 
tary might have collected them before 
the bylaw was abolished in 1903. 

John Ridenour, a retailer of Green 
Ridgé, followed Morehead as x‘ witness. 

Ridenour testified that his company 
operated at Green Ridge under the name 
of the Green Ridge Lumber Co., a part- 
nership of men. worth $200,000. 

He had trouble in getting lumber dur- 
ing 190 and 1906, as his orders were re- 
fused or cancelled. His application for 
membership in the Southwestern Lum- 
ber Dealers’ Association was denied by 
Secretary H. A. Gorsuch of Kansas City, 
he testified, because it was said his firm 
were not legitimate lumber dealers. 

His testimony showed that the For- 
dyce Lumber Co. of Fordyce, Ark., a 
member of the Southern Lumber Manu- 
facturers’ Association, refused him a 
shipment of lumber for the same rea- 
son,

ST. PETERSBURG, June 29.—Russia’s 
first dreadnought, Sevastopol, was 
launched successfully today from the 
Baltic works, in the fresence of the 
Ministry of, Marine, naval attaches, a 
large representation of society, the legis- 
lative bodies and officialdom. 

The battleship was laid down on June. 
16, 1909, and it is expected that another 
two years will be occupied in equipping 
the vessel. The Sevastopol has dis- 
placement of 23,00 tons, and with 42,000 
horsepower is expected to develop a 
speed of 23 knots an hour.

is 590% feet and the beam is 8&7 feet. 
The battleship will carry 3000 tons of 
eoal and 1170 tons of naphtha.

Hardware Head etheets Preju- 
dice That He Says Exists 
in Minds of Masses. 


Thinks Railroad Should Interest 
All Small Investors As 
Bond Holders. _ 


E. C. Simmons of St. Louis, chafr- 
man of the board of the Simmons 
Hardware Co., discussés in the cur- 
rent issue of Collier's the recent Su- 
preme Court decision on Standard 
Oil, declaring that “we are suffering 
in the eyes of the world by reason of 
this wave of prosecution and perse- 
eution of corporations.” He charac- 
terizes the Government’s campaign as 
“so shortsighted as to partake of the 
ridiculous.” The article in full fol- 
lows: 

Living where agricultural preducts 
are the chief sources of business sup- 
port-—-where the success of the crop 
seasons is absolutely dependent upon 
satisfactory facilities of transporta- 
tion—we of the Mississippi Valley are 
interested vitally in problems which 
the Standard Oil and Tobacco deci- 
sions do not solve, and it is my judg- 
ment that the decisions will not re- 
store prosperity. They may be help- 
ful. 

Public Sentiment. 

A radical change in public senti- 
ment is necessary. The present state 
of the popular mind is devidedly un- 
healthy. A feeling of antagonism— 
of hatred, I might say—toward large 
corporations is prevalent. It is un- 
reasoning, undiscriminating, virulent. 
It is exercised toward all corpora- 
tions—and especially toward  rail- 
roads, 

The masses of the people seem to 
think that most corporations are c¢r- 
ruptly governed and managed. 
point of fact, I firmly believe that 90 
per cent of all corporations in this 
country are controlled and digected 
upon principles of common honesty 
and truth, as much’ go as are private 
business interests; and I also believe 
that the standard of individual lonor 
was never higher than it is now. 

Peoples’ Prejudice. 

There exists in the minds 3f many 
the mistaken impression that the rich 
man has acquired his wea!th by eraft 
and dishonorable methods. This tm- 
pression has gained headway rapidly 
within the past five years. Numbers 
of people think that it is imposs:bie 
to become wealthy by upright, henor- 
able ways. They have been led to 
such conclusions by the  char- 
acter of attacks upon corpor- 
ations. These atacks have 
not been . conducted quietly and 
with dignity through the proper chan- 
nel—which is the court procedure—but 
rather after the manner of a crusade. 
Looking backward a few years, we can 
easily see how the present unhealthy 
state of the. public mind toward the 
most potent factors in the prosperity of

This unhealthfulness is too general,

o’clock last night, remains on the Speak- 


er’s desk, not having been read a first 
time up to 4a. m. Without employnent 
of tactics to delay, the bill, under or- 
dinary conditions, could have been read 
a first time and either referred to a 
committee or advanced to second read- 
ing. 

All of the time, however, was devoted 
to reading Representative Chiperfield’s 
3000-word protest. Then promptly at 
midnight Speaker Adkins ruled that the 
legislative day was ended and refused 
to let-the clock be turned back to\ex- 
tend it. 

This is the second time in the special 
session when the minority in the House, 
aided by the Speaker and his gavel, 
has succeeded in routing the majority 
and defeating waterway bills which had 
previously passed the senate. : 

The bill presented to the House last 
night was a compromise measure which 
permitted the use of $500,000 to conserve 
water power sites in the Illinois River

LONDON, June 29.—Rudyard Kipling 


(has brought a poem into the politica] 
arena in behalf of the opponents of the 


declaration of London, which the Gov- 
ernment is pushing through the House 
of Commons. 

It is based on the reported intention 
of the Government not to allow its fol- 
lowers to vote independently, but to in- 
sist upon coalition jawsuppert of the 
declaration. 

Kipling apostrophizes the Government 
as “Panting to shame the nation” even 
before the coronation guests have de- 
parted. Recalling the service at West- 
minster Abbey, the poem runs: 

“The light is still in our eyes 
Of faith and gentlehood, 
Of service and sacrifice. 
And it does not match our mood 
To turn so soon to your Sophistries

SAYS A GLAND SETS 
SIZE OF FAMILIES 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 2.—That 
the mysterious and freakish thyroid 
gland, in combination with the effects 
of various diets, may exert a direct in- 
fluence for large or small families, was 
one of the interesting inferences drawn 
from a scientific narrative of experi- 
ments conducted with mice which was 
read before the American Medical As- 
sociation by Dr. Robert Hunt of Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

An  increase-in laziness in this coun- 
try is due to the hookworm, said John 
Colbert of Albuquerque, N. M., as @ re- 
sult of the late Mexican revolution. {Dr.' 
Colbert, who is regarded as an expert 
in hookworm diseases, declared that in- 
surgents afflicted with it crossed into 
the United States to work on railroads 
as section hands. He added that in re- 
sponse to his warning the railroads had 
taken measures to reduce the danger of 
infection. 

In his experiments with the thyroid 
gland, Dr. Hunt said he fed two groups 
of four mice for four months, and found 
that fecundity or sterility depended upon 
the activity or idleness of the glands. 

One group of the rodents was fed 
upon oatmeal and liver. This stimu- 
lated the activity of the gland and at 
the end of four months there were no 
little mice. The Jgecond groap, which 
had crackers, milk and eggs, increased 
to 101 in the same period.

A great advantage of the English lan- 
guage is its power to grow, expand and pro- 
duce newer and simpler means of expressing 
|complieated ideas. It isn’t the professors of 
rhetoric. who produce new forms or the lexicog- 
raphers who produce new words. Both come 
from the people and the warrant of usage brings 
them eventually to classic state. 

“Goods,” growing into new strength, signifi- 
cance and variety by virtue of usage, gives ev- 
ery indication of becoming a splendid word, if 
it is not already.

Aviator Describes His Plunge 
Through Gorge in Blinding 
Mist and Dip Under Bridge. 


BcfS: WERE AGAINST HIM

Lincoln Beachey, the aviator, did 
20t attempt to repeat his flight of 
Tuesday over the cataract and un 
ler the upper steel arch at Niagara 
falls. Instead, he made a series of 
spirals over the falle and sailed 
down the river almost to Lewiston 
at a height of 2000 feet and in the 
face of a 10-mile breeze.

NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., June 29.— 
The wind having gone down a little, I 
had my machine sent to the ground se- 
lected at the corner’ of Ninth and Ni- 
agara’ streets and made ready for the 
flights, which seemed impossible to 
those looking on; in fact, bets were be- 
ing made that I would not be able to 
accomplish the trip. Bets were made 
that if I got into the gorge I would 
not be able to come up again. However, 
I felt sure of myself and of the machine 
that I have been using so long. So, as 
I: was about to start, I called my course 
to Mr. Worthington, who is also man- 
ager for Glenn Curtiss, and told him 
that should the conditions be right I 
would make the attempt to go under 
the bridge. 

The lot selected was very small and 
surrounded by large buildings, which 
made the start bad. However, I man- 
aged to get above the buildings and 
then climbed to an altitude of 1500 feet. 
I started for the falls. I flew over the 
falls and made a dip over the Clifton 
Hotel and ‘then sailed around’ to get 
a start for the bridge and try ott the 
air currents. I found the saillirig very 
rough and the wind coming from} direct- 
ly over the falls. While it was not in 
my favor, I passed over the bridge at 
about fifty feet. I then circled the Ca- 
nadian side and made back for the falls 
and made a dive through the mist, 
which was blowing down the river. 


Mist Nearly Blinds Him, 
The mist cut my face and almost 
blinded me. I had to shut my evés at 
first, but only for an instant, as I re- 


1 alized that I’ had to, sée what I was 


doing “as I nearéd the bridge. I felt 
the machine drop—in fact, it dropped so 
quickly that it stopped th: flow of gas- 
oline and caused the engines to miss 
fire, but it started again all right. 
After passing the bridge I found great 
difficulty in making the machine rise, 
and I thought for a while that I would 
have to pass under both bridges further 


climb ‘and -I passed over the second 
bridge at about 100 feet. I then set 
sail for the new -driving park on the 
Canadian side, which had been selected 
for landing, but it did not look right, so 
I made another circle and landed just 
north of the park. 


Glad He Succeeded, but— 


There was so much to contehd with 
that made the trip dangerous. In both 
starting and landing I had to consider 
the fact that Niagara is full of high- 
tension wires, but I succeeded in miss- 
ing them. 

I was not worried at any time about 
the success of the flight, as I had looked 
the ground over and felt confident of 
myself, but there is nothing that would 
induce me to make the trip again. 

On landing on the Canadian side, I 
was greeted by Mayor Dores of Niagara 
Falls, Canada, and Mr. Worthington, 
who had taken my men over to look 
over the machine. I was glad the trip 
had been. made and that it was a suc- 
cess, but never again for me.
